L.  M.  Thomas,  Esq. 
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King's  Hall  stands  in  one  of  the  finest  parts  of  the  Province 
of  Quebec,  and  the  grounds  are  at  an  elevation  of  nearly  ten 
hundred  feet  above  the  sea  level. 

A  magnificent  view  of  the  surrounding  country  is  obtained 
from  every  part  of  the  building — and  the  bracing  air  of  the 
district  is  a  great  factor  in  the  development  of  the  pupils. 

The  property  comprises  sixty  acres.  There  are  three  tennis 
courts,  and  a  hockey  and  baseball  ground,  and  ice  slide  and 
an  out-door  skating  rink. 

There  is  a  fine  gymnasium  where  girls  play  basket  ball  and 
badminton  in  winter. 

The  School  has  its  own  farm,  which  is  maintained  entirely 
for  the  upkeep  of  the  house,  and  from  which  an  ample  supply 
of  absolutely  pure  milk  is  obtained  from  a  certified  herd. 

The  private  water  supply  is  two-fold,  coming  from  a  spring 
and  artesian  well,  the  waters  of  which  have  been  submitted 
for  analysis  to  the  Public  Health  authorities  and  certified  by 
them  as  being  pure. 

The  building  is  heated  throughout  with  hot  water,  lighted 
with  electricity,  fitted  with  all  the  modern  sanitary  arrange- 
ments and  provided  with  most  adequate  fire  escapes  from  each 
floor. 

Each  girl  has  separate  sleeping  accommodation. 

The  girls  are  taught  to  employ  their  leisure  time  well,  and 
devote  some  of  it  to  reading  in  the  reference  library,  art  work 
in  the  Studio,  play-acting,  etc. 


The  School  is  divided  into  three  sections,  or  "houses," 
each  under  the  leadership  of  senior  girls,  and  they  compete 
with  each  other  for  a  work  and  sports  shield. 

There  is  a  Company  of  Girl  Guides  in  the  School,  under  the 
leadership  of  a  Captain  and  two  Lieutenants. 

Each  girl  is  responsible  for  the  care  of  her  wardrobe,  and 
the  artistic  and  neat  arrangement  of  her  room,  under  the 
supervision  of  a  matron. 

The  Gymnasium  is  equipped  with  the  most  modern 
apparatus,  and  there  is  a  resident  mistress  for  Physical  Culture 
and  Games. 

There  is  a  resident  trained  nurse,  who  has  charge  of  the 
health  of  the  pupils,  and  a  section  of  the  house  is  set  apart  for 
this  purpose. 

"The  Cottage",  which  is  situated  at  some  distance  from  the 
school  buildings,  is  kept  ready  for  immediate  use  in  case  of 
emergency  or  serious  illness.

The  School  year  is  divided  into  three  terms,  and  the  fees

All  fees  must  be  paid  in  advance  to  King's  Hall,  Compton. 

Places  in  the  School  are  taken  for  the  entire  year.  No 
deduction  will  be  made  for  absence;  and  no  deduction  will 
be  made  for  removal  before  end  of  the  School  year,  except  in 
case  of  serious  and  prolonged  illness,  for  which  a  doctor's 
certificate  must  be  produced,  in  which  case  the  loss  is  shared 
equally  by  the  School  and  the  parent  or  guardian. 

If  a  pupil  is  withdrawn  for  any  other  reason  the  entire 
charge  for  the  year  must  be  paid  in  full. 

Parents  or  guardians,  by  entering  a  girl,  are  understood 
to  accept  these  conditions. 
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£t)r  g>cf)ool  Course 

The  School  course  includes  instruction  in: 
Holy  Scripture,  Prayer  Book. 
English  Literature  and  Language. 
English,  Canadian,  Classical  and  European  History. 
Geography,  Botany,  Physiography. 
Arithmetic,  Geometry,  Algebra. 
French,  Latin  and  German. 

French  Conversation  taught  by  Linguaphone  method. 
Drawing. 

Class-singing,  Theory  of  Music,  Musical  Appreciation. 
Needlework. 
Gymnastics. 
The  course  of  study  is  so  arranged  that  pupils  go  through 
a  progressive  scheme  of  work,  and  it  is  therefore  desirable  that 
girls  should  enter  the  School  at  an  early  age  and  take  the  full 
course,  in  order  to  qualify  for  the  University  Examinations  in 
the  Upper  Forms. 

A  reference  library  has  now  been  started. 
The  general  work  of  the  School  is  examined  each  year  by  a 
University  Professor. 

Girls  are  prepared  for  the  following  public  examinations : 
Matriculation  McGill  and  Bishop's  College  Universities. 
Royal  College  and   Royal  Academy  of   Music,   London, 
England. 

McGill  Conservatorium  of  Music  School  Examinations. 
Royal  Drawing  Society  of  England. 

All  pupils  taking  any  branch  of  music  or  solo  singing,  must 
join  the  Theory  of  Music  classes. 

The  marks  for  each  form  are  read  each  week. 
Reports  of  work  and  general  conduct  are  sent  to  the  par- 
ents at  the  end  of  the  Michaelmas  and  Trinity  terms.

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Regulations; 

1.  Pupils  must  present  themselves  on  the  first  day  of  the 
term,  and  no  absence  is  permitted  during  the  term  except 
for  imperative  reason,  for  which  permission  has  been  given 
by  the  Lady  Principal. 

2.  Pupils  on  returning  to  school  are  to  present  to  the  Lady 
Principal  a  health  certificate  signed  by  a  parent  or  guard- 
ian. No  pupil  will  be  allowed  to  return  to  school  after 
infectious  illness  or  contact  with  infectious  cases  without 
a  Medical  Certificate.  Each  pupil  must  present  Vaccina- 
tion  Certificate   to   be   filed   at    school   during  residence. 

3.  Letters  sent  and  received  by  the  pupils  must  pass  through 
their  parents'  hands,  or  a  list  of  desirable  correspondents, 
signed  by  the  parents,  must  be  sent  to  the  Lady  Principal. 

4.  Parents  must  address  all  requests  to  the  Lady  Principal, 
and  not  make  them  through  the  pupil. 

5.  Each  pupil  must  take  the  full  course  of  study  in  her  Form 
according  to  the  scheme  laid  down  for  the  school.  No 
deviation  can  be  made,  except  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Lady  Principal. 

6.  Each  pupil  must  take  at  least  one  extra  subject. 

7.  With  a  view  to  the  physical  development  of  the  girls,  every 
girl  must  join  the  Gymnasium  Classes  and  be  provided 
with  the  regulation  costume  for  Dancing,  a  pattern  of 
which  may  be  obtained  at  the  school. 
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Wfyt  S>cf)ooI  Colours  anb  ^abge 

No  girl  may  receive  or  wear  the  school  colours  or  badge 
until  she  has  been  in  the  school  a  year,  and  during  that  time 
must  have  maintained  a  certain  standard  of  conduct. 

With  the  acceptance  of  the  badge  she  binds  herself: 

(a)  To  maintain  the  honour  of  the  school  by  word  and 
deed. 

(b)  To  submit  to  and  loyally  maintain  the  discipline  of 
the  school  when  wearing  that  badge. 

(c)  To  regard  the  badge  as  a  mark  of  esprit  de  corps 
between  girls  of  different  years. 

(d)  To  do  all  in  her  power  to  promote  the  highest  interests 
of  the  school.
